‘that obeyed his laws. Jesus Christ 


said he did not come on the earth to 
do his will but the will of his Father. 
It was the will of God for all men to 
live in such a manner as should be 
pleasing unto Him and beneficial unto 
themselves. After spending 31 years 
of his life in the Church, he had never 
known the time when doubt had en- 
tered his mind with regard to the 
truthfulness of the Gospel he had 
embraced. With regard to works 
being essential he pointed out that 
the Lord did not publicly acknowledge 
Jesus Christ until he had fulfilled the 
law of baptism which was necessary 
for him, although he was without 
guile. He was immersed in water, 
which was the only true mode of bap- 


. tism. As for the teaching of the 


different ministers that men could 
choose their own mode of baptism, 
that was only in fulfilment of prophecy 
where it said that, the earth should be 
defiled because they have transgressed 
the laws, changed the ordinance, bro- 
ken the everlasting covenant. He 
‘closed by bearing testimony to the 
truthfulness of the work. 
President Wm. Budge said only a 
small portion of the Gospel could be 
explained in the short time allotted 
for the meeting. He therefore would 
only be able to touch on a few of the 
first principles. The doctrines taught 
by the Latter-day Saints were not 
taught by any other religious body in 
“their divine order. The religion of 
the Latter. day Saints differed from all 
other religions of the present age. 
Not that mankind desired to differ 
particularly, but that sufficient import- 
ance was not attached to some of the 
rinciples of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. Therefore in that spirit many

Ohrist still saw that it was necessary 
for him to be baptized, and straight- 
way he and all his house were baptized. 
He also referred to the thief upon the 
cross, as this was a passage often 
quoted to prove that nothing was 
necessary but faith. But no such 
meaning could be taken from it, as the 
yore Peter showed plainly that he 
went to paradise with Jesus, that there, 
if he chose, he might be prepared for 
the kingdom of heaven. The mission 
of the Savior on earth was not only to 
preach to the people then dwelling on 
the earth but also to epen the prison 
doors to those who were bound, and 
had been waiting His coming since the 
days of Noah. He had heard it 
remarked by some that they would 
take the same chance as the thief on 
the cross. This would place them ina 
bad condition as they would have to 
remain in that situation in the spirit 
until they had received the Gospel. 
He said he wished to preach the Gos- 
pel and if he did not teach that he 
would teach nothing. He showed how 
the answer of Peter on the day of 
Pentecost was applicable to the people 
of the present day, and nothing could 
be plainer than the duty of his hearers 
if they felt in their hearts to say, 
„ What shall I do?” He would 
answer in the words of Peter: Repent 
and be baptized every one of you for 
the remission of sins and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
The Gospel was the power of God 
unto salvation and any one hearing it 
and obeying would have his beart 
gladdened with a peaceful joy, while 
it would bring judgment on all those 
who rejected the same.

was a belt composed of brass tubes, 
each four and a half inches in length, 
and three-sixteenths of an inch in 
diameter, arranged longitudinally and 
close together, the length of a tube 
being the width of the belt. The 
tubes are of thin brass, cast upon 
hollow reeds, and were fastened toge- 
ther by pieces of sinew. Near the 
right knee was a quiver of arrows. 
The arrows are of brass, thin, flat, 
and triangular in shape, with a round 
hole cut through near the base. The 
shaft was fastened to the head by 
inserting the latter in an opening at 
the end of the wood, and then tying 
with a sinew through the round hole— 
a mode of constructing the weapon 
never practiced by the Indians, not 
even with their arrows of thin shell. 
Parts of the shaft still remain on some 
of them. When first discovered the 
arrows were in a sort of quiver of bark, 
which fell to 
the air.” 
Latterly this subject has again come 
to the surface, through republication 
of this article in several American 
newspapers. 

To the mind of the believer in the 
divine authenticity of the Book of 
Mormon, the Phoenician and Scandi- 
navian theories appear, to say the 
least, very far fetched. But even 
with such there exists a difficulty to 
decide to which of the two mighty 
races which have filled this continent 
since the flood, this unknown warrior 
belonged. The great number of years 
that have elapsed since the first race, 
the Jaredites, were, by internicine 
war, swept from the face of the earth, 
has been urged as an argument against 
the skeleton having belonged to a 
chieftain of that race, but the argu- 
ment would be equally fatal to the 
Phoenician theory, as the Jaredites 
and Phoenicians were co. existent 

wers. The strongest argument in 
avor of the idea that the skeleton 
belonged to a Jaredite, is found in 
the fact that the region of country in 
which it was unearthed, was for four- 
teen hundred years (as near as we can 
calculate from the data afforded in the 
Book of Ether) one of the principal 
centres of Jaredite population. Omer, 
the fourth king of people, whom 


pieces when exposed to 
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we judge to have lived cotemporary 
with Abraham, was driven by a revo. 
lution to this locality, where he after. 
wards dwelt, and we find no reason, 
from the record of Ether, for believing 
that this portion of the continent was 
ever afterwards deserted during this 
people’s naticnal existence, except 
perhaps for short periods—once when 
an overwhelming pestilence destroyed 
the greater portion of the people, and 
again when a sanguinary war made 
much of the land desolate. With 
regard to king Omer’s flight to those 
parts, the sacred historian relates, 
that being warned of the Lord in a 
dream of the intention of the conspi- 
rators to assassinate him, be fled from 
his kingdom, and after a journey of 
many days he ‘‘ came over by the p 

where the Nephites were destroyed 
and from thence eastward, and came 
to a place which was called Ablom, by 
the sea shore.” The place where this 
skeleton was discovered was eastward 
of the hill Cumorah, and was by the 
sea shore. e, Fall River lies some- 
what south of the hill Cumorah, but 
in as scanty u history as that given of 
the Jaredites we do not find, nor ean 
we expect, minute details, as to the 
exact location of places; but, sup- 
posing that the ancient Ablom was 
some few miles north of the modern 
Fall River, the people doubtless in a 
generation or two extended along the 
coast, and its occupancy would be but 
the matter of a few years at the ut- 
most. Asan evidence that this region 
continued to be inhabited by the des- 
cendants of Jared, we note that many 
of the wars between the rival factions 
which divided this people appear to 
have been cunducted in this region. 
This is particularly noticeable in the 
description given of the last war 
which ended in the utter destruction 
ef the nation. Ether states (Book of 
Mormon, page 546) that the last Ki 

Coriantumr was pursued by the rebel 
Shiz “‘ eastward, even to the borders of 
the sea shore,” and in a later campaign 
which, by interpretation, is e, or 
to exceed all, where a battle was 


fought in which Ooriantumr was victo- 
rious. Shiz, his foe, fled southward, 
and pitched his tents in a place which 
was called Ogath, whilst the victo-

rious army pitched its tents by the 
hill Ramah,” the Jaredite name for 
Cumorah. Here were fought the last 
series of battles which left Coriantamr 
alone of all his people, a denizen of 
this earth. From the above state- 
ments we must necessarily come to 
the conclusion that the waters called 
Ripliancum were either the Atlantic 
Occan or Lake Ontario, with the pro- 
babilities in favor of the latter con- 


clusion, as when the coasts of the 


ocean are intended, they are generally 
spoken of as the sea shore. 

Now, it must be remembered that 
whilst the Jaredites inhabited this re- 
gion for some fourteen hundred years, 


it was not occupied by the Nephites 


for four hundred. The great migra- 
tion of that people northward took 
place in the last half century before 
the Christian era. It is recorded that 
at that time (the 46th year of the 
Judges over the Nephites) an exceed- 
ing great many left the land of 
Zarahemla, and went forth into the 


land northward to inherit the land.“ 
_ After traveling to an ‘‘ exceeding great 


distance they came to large bodies of 
water and many rivers,” and from 
thenve they spread forth into all parts 
of the land. A little further on, in 
the record, it is stated that they multi- 
plied and spread so greatly that they 


began to cover the whole land from 
the sea south to the sea north” and 
from the sea west to the sea east.” 


From that time it appears that the 
country bordering on the great lakes 
and the Atlantic Ocean became one of 
their permanent abiding places, though 
after the destructions attending the 


convulsions that occurred at the death 


of the Redeemer, we judge that the 
northern portions of the land were for 


a considerable time but very thinly 


inhabited ; but, as Mormon relates, as 
with the Jaredites so with the 
Nephites this portion of the land 


ultimately became the scene of the: 
death struggles of the nation. 4 


-In the chronicles of the wars between 
the Nephites and Lamanites, handed 


down to us in the Book of Mormon, 
frequent mention is made of the 
- Nephite warriors wearing breastplates 


and other defensive armor. The 


soldiers of the armies of Moroni, in 


the days that the Judges, ruled over 
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the people of Nephi (say 70 to 80 
years B. C.) were protected by ‘‘breast- 
plates, and with arm shields” and 
also shields to defend their heads 
and were dressed in very thick clo- 
thing,” whilst the Lamanites at tha 

period fought almost entirely naked, 
their weapons being swords, simetars, 
arrows and slings. Yet we are told 
that in one battle, fought near the 
river Sidon (the Magdalena of to-day) 
so desperate were the efforts of the 
Lamanites, that they cut through and 
pierced the defensive armor of the 
Nephites, inflicting upon them terrible 
wounds notwithstanding the protection 
offered by their shields and breast- 
plates. Some few years later, however, 
the Lamanites copied the example of 
their enemies and came up to battle 
as the historian records with shields 
and with breastplates; and they had 
also prepared themselves with gar- 
ments of skins; yea, very thick gar- 
ments to cover their nakedness.” 

The material of which the armor 
and arrow heads were composed afford 
us no clue to the deceased’s national- 
ity, as both Jaredites and Nephites 
worked in brass. With regard to the 
first named people it is recorded (page 
537) „and they did work all manner 
of ore, and they did make gold, and 
silver, and iron and brass and all 
manner of metals. * * And they 
did make all manner of weapons of 
war; and they did work all manner 
of work of exceeding curious work- 
manship. Of the Nephites it is said 
in the bock of Jarom (p. 137) ‘* And 
we multiplied — and spread 
upon the face of the land, and became 
exceeding rich in gold and silver, and 
in precious things, * and also in 
iron and copper, and brass and steel, 
making all manner of tools of every 
kind to till the ground and weapons of 
war; yea, the sharp pointed arrow and 
the quiver, and the dart and the 
javelin.” 

There is a striking similarity in the 
description given by Jarom of the 
Nephite arrow heads, and those found 
with the armored skeleton. Jarom 
states that his people made arrows of 
brass and parti ly refers to the 
fact that they were ‘‘sharp pointed.”

To see the words of a man so mar- 
velously fulfilled, so soon after their 
utterance, is powerful evidence that 
he was inspired. He and his fellow 
Apostles have left on record many 
other predictions relative to the fate of 
the nations, particularly the United. 
States, and the air is pregnant with 
causes and forces that will yet produce 
their fulfillment, in scenes of war, 
famine, desolation and suffering, a;

Let him ponder that poet’s last noble enterprise, b 
which he was redeeming at once himself and a whole nation when he died. 
Let Disraeli address himself to some kindred undertaking in reference to the 
children of his people; and then, as Byron died amid the blessings of the 
Greeks, may he inherit, in life, in death, and in all after-time, the gratitude 
and praises of God's ancient and still much-loved children. 


AnoTHER War.—According to advices from India, the British, on the morn- 


ing of Thursday, Nov. 21st, commenced active hostilities against Afghanistan. 
The invasion of the Ameer’s Territory was then commenced by the capture and 
2 pation of a fort near the frontier, which had been lately evacuated by the 
ghans. 
The British Government have issued a manifesto purporting to explain the 
reasons for their atitude toward the Ameer. When denuded of the usual 
amount of superfluous verbiage, the kernel of the nut ia that the Ameer has 
shown a friendly spirit toward Rassia, and a correspondingly unfriendly dis- 
sien to Britain.

therefore the Ameer must submit to English manipulation, either by concilia- 
tion or force of arms. | 
It appears from published information that Russia is giving the Ameer active 
and substantial aid, the defenee of certain important points being entrusted to 
Russian soldiers.

THE CAUSE OF ZION. 

Tur cause of the e Zion is advaneing. This i is slaty Went to all 
who are in any degree familiar with tlie facts of her development. At no time 
has her position as a rising power been more conspicuously visible than the 
present. The teachings given by President Taylor, his brother Apostles and 
others, at the late General Conference, manifest the intense interest of the 
Authorities of the Church in relation to many vital points involving the pro- 
gress of the work of God and the peace, happiness and prosperity of His people. 
The subordinate authorities and the Saints themselves are generally ready, more 
or less, to take up the cry of the watchmen on the towers of Zion, and re-it- 
erate it throughout her stakes. This is being done, and the result is a desire, 
manifested by works, to unite co-operatively in the business affairs of life much 
more extensively Wan ever before. 

A leading object of the establishment and successful 8 of oo · opera- 
tive industries is to place Zion in a position of independence of every other 
creature under heaven. Ibs other words that should the cry go forth, at any 
time, Babylon is fallen,“ the prosperity, strength and glory of Zion 
might not be diminished by the crash. Such would not be the case were that 
event to occur at the present juncture, for the people of God have not yet learn- 
ed to live without purchasing many supplies for sapport from the nations of 
‘¢ Spiritual Babylon.” To arrive at the desired point of independence is a matter 
of time, patience and industry; but it will sooner or later be reached. Agrieul- 
tural, manufacturing, mechanical and other industrial institutions have been 
and are being established and their multiplication will continue until the mate- 
rial independence of Zion is an accomplished fact. 

Another object of the inauguration of a systematic co-operative business 
plan is to wipe out of existence, so far as Zion is concerned, the glaring wrongs 
of Babylonish society. Among the people of God no man should ever be allow- 
ed to say, in truthfulness; ‘‘I am willing to labor for snstenance, but can find no 
employment for my hands to do.” The existence of a properly constituted 
co-operative plan will obviate every such unwarrantable contingency. A grand, 
godlike system of conducting business operations will invite, nay, almost drag, 
for their own benefit, the workingmen into its interests as well as the capital- 
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ists. This is the evident spirit of the Authorities of the Church. They wish 


having shares in its various branches, so that with the success of the system 
they may succeed, and with the rise of co-operative institutions they may rise. 
In this way all may be benefited, the laborer not only receiving employment and 
the direct remuneration accruing, but, at least, some of the profits resulting 
from the success of the business. 

But all these things take time. The growth of a e is like the 
growth of an individual. It is gradual and not spasmodic, It is an inesti- 
mable privilege to be employed in so noble a work, and all who unselfishly 
engage in it are blessed beyond description, ce Blessed is he who shall seek to 
bring forth my Zion at that day.“ 

In looking upon the condition of the nations of the earth every properly 
constituted person must be pained at the scene. The picture is truly appalling. 
In the European countries the unparalleled decline of business is causing 
hundreds of thousands to be destitute of employment, and consequently of the 
means of living. Men, women and children are starving in hordes, without 
any prospect for an alleviation of their sufferings. In fact matters are growing 
worse, until the fall of Babylon can be foreseen, as a natural consequence, even 
by men who repudiate the principle of divine revelation. 

How gratifying it is to turn from a picture so darkened with gloomy shadows 

to that of comparative brightness presented among the Latter-day Saints, a 
commuuity who are despised and derided by the world. Notwithstanding they 
are looked upon by mankind generally, as insignificant and even contemptible, 
they are making progress in the solution of some of the most difficult and vex- 
ing problems of the age. In the grand work they have undertaken, under 
divine guidance, they invite the aid, support and co-operation of all the 
upright, honest and honorable of the sons and daughters of men’ This they 
will have, in future, to a much greater extent than now; for the promise in 
relation to the Zion of the latter days is that many of the = ones of the 
earth will be attracted to the brightness of her rising.“ 
As Zion pursues the onward course, on the path of human progression, her 
children becoming more consolidsted in their interests, her borders extending 
on every side, increasing in the elements cf strength, power and beauty, she 
will appear like a beautiful bride, adorned in the habilaments of righteousness. 
And while the institutions of Babylon, meaning the nations of so-called Christ- 
endom, decline, strength turning into weakness, unity to confusion, and beauty 
to repulsiveness, the contrast will be so great that all people will be constrained 
to nene that the God of Israel is with the people of Zion.

_ Destructive Firoops.—On Saturday, November 16th, and several subsequent 
days, the ancient City of Norwich presented a scene of desolation and distress, 
the like of which has not been witnessed, from a similar cause in the same 
place, for 110 years. An area of five miles of streets, thickly built, was inun- 
dated by a flood of water, to a varying depth of from one to several feet. 
Factories and other places of business were stopped, and thousands of people, 
for a time, rendered homeless. The destitute had to be huddled in school 
rooms and other public buildings, and fed by the hand of charity. The cause 
of the disaster was a continuous and copious rainfall, and the consequent swel- 
ling and overflow of adjacent streams.

The work in New Zealand is pro- 
gressing. ‘There is quite a number 
making inquiries after the truth, and 
we have hopes of baptizing some of 
them, with a prcspect of new openings 
in villages where our Elders have not 
been. In Australia there is but a 

oor prospect ; the best seem to have 
en gathered out, leaving only the 
wicked behind, of whose works we saw 
a great many instances while we were 
in Sydney ; notably drunkenness and 
infanticide. On the second Sunday 
we landed there, the police arrested 
over sixty persons for drunkenness, of 
which number about a third were fe- 
males. During the two months we 
stayed there, there were twelve or 
thirteen infants picked up from dung 
heaps ana the various bays in the har- 
bor. In fact infanticide seems to be 
one of the peculiar institutions of that 
so-called christian city. 
The feeling against the Latter-day 


Saints is very bitter. The people do 


not want to be told of their evil deeds, 
so but few come to our meetings. The 
land seems to be cursed under its in- 
habitants, so evil and corrupt have 
they become. No religieus feelings or 
moral restraints prevent them from 
committing crimes, which will sink 
them down to perdition. There are 
but few Saints in Australia at present, 
and the most of them will emigrate to 
Utah next year. , 
In New Zealand the people are not 
so corrapt and bigoted, and we havea 
great deal better prospect for the 
spread of the work. We visited a 
ri Pah last Sunday, September 
Sth, and gave some tracts among those 
who could read English. But we could 
not hold much conversation among the 
majority of them, on account of their 
language, as they are not all able to 
eak English. I most firmly believe 
t there will be a good work done 
among these Maories before many 
years, as they are throwing overboard 
the notions of Christianity, which they 
have 1 from the religions teach- 
ers of the day, and axe following a 
great deal more after their on interpre- 
tations of it, which I think are prefera- 
ble to the teachings of the hired mis- 
sionaries, as some of the natives are 
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practicing temperance and enforcing it 
2 their followe instead of 
reaching with the Bible in hand, a 
ttle of rum in one pocket, and a 
plug of tobacco in the other. They 
say that some of their old chiefs who 
have died, are coming back to them to 
talk with them. So I think before 
long they will be brought to a know- 
0 of the truth. We will endeavor 
to learn their language if the Presi- 
dency see fit for us to stay here, so 
that, if possible, we can be enabled to 
talk with them in their own tongue, 
by the blessing of the Almighty, upon 
our efforts for the spread of the truth.
